Fears of a wave of dismissals in 
Histadrut companies during the run- 
up to these elections, scheduled for 
May, are another factor in Kessar’s 
caiculations. Under the Histadrut’s 
constitution, the elections can be 
postponed for six months, making 
November the deadline. 

Kessar told The Jerusialem Post 
yesterday that he was adopting "8 
wait-and-see” attitude before mak- 
ing ἃ decision. He stressed that 
there would be no constitutional 
barriers to such a postponement. 


One trade union official, howev- 
er, noted that a six-month postpone- 
ment would not necessarily see the 
economic improvement in Histadrut 
firms that would help Labour at the 
polls. 

Kessar declined to comment on 
the implications of a Likud-led gov- 
ernment for Hevrat Ha‘ovdim, the 
financially troubled Histadrut hold- 
ing company. He insisted it was still 
too early to determine who would 
form the next government. 

But he rejected claims that Hev- 
rat Ha'ovdim's problems had 
harmed the Labour Party. “This 
viewpoint does not tally with what 
happened in the elections,” Kessar 
insisted. blaming the increase in the 
religious vote for Labour's difficul- 
ties in establishing a coalition.

U.S. Reform expresses alarm

NEW YORK - Leaders of Reform 
and Conservative Jewry expressed 
alarm yesterday that Israeli election 
results could soon lead to a coalition 
government dedicated to overturn- 
ing the Law of Return. 

Some American Jewish leaders 
expressed concern that the election 
results portend an Israeli govern- 
ment committed to opposing any 

territorial compromise, while ean 
said American Jewry will support 
the policies of either a Likud or 
Labour led government. 

Franklin Kreutzer, president of 
United Synagogue, the lay arm of 
Conservative Judaism here, told 
The Jerusalem Post, "There is con- 
siderable concern in the Conserva- 
tive community. 

We have telexed both Shamir and 
Peres asking them not to use the 
streams of Judaism or the Law of 
Return as a bargaining chip. 

If they were to do so, we will find 
it difficult to be supportive of any 

using religion as a tool...This 
issue goes to the question of our 
very legitimacy, and the days are 
over when we will tolerate second 
class citizenship in Israel, or havi 
the Conservative movement treat: 
as less-valid than the Orthodox. 

Kreutzer, who said he is ready to 
fly to Israel to meet with Prime Min- 


ister Shamir on the issue added, “It 
would be a mistake to ignore us. 
Conservative Jews will never turn 
away from Israel, but whether one

percent is based upon how one is 
treated in Israel, and how one’s ba- 
sic Jewish faith is treated and

U.S. Jewry postpones pressure on Law of Return

North American Jewish organiza- 
tions are not planning to pressure 
the Israeli parties on the “Who is a 
Jew" issue until the coalition negoti- 
ations are wrapped up, according to 
Stephen Donshik, the director of 
the Israel office of the Council of 
Jewish Federations. 

For the past year or so, the CJF 
has coordinated efforts by North 
American Jewish organizations 
aimed at blocking the passage of an 
amendment to the Law of Return, 
or similar legislation, that would 
deny the fegitmacy of conversions 
performed abroad by non-Orthodox 
rabbis. 

Reform and Conservative leaders 
in Israel, however, yesterday 
warmed Labour and the Likud that 
amending the Law of Retum would 
rupture relations between Israel and 
Diaspora Jewry. 

Donshik told The Jerusalem Post 
that American Jewish leaders are 


aware that the outcome of the elec- 
tions has increased the possibility 
that the law may be changed, but 
they are taking a cautious approach. 

“We want to respect the Israeli 
political process, and we don’t want 
to prematurely accuse anyone of 
wanting to disrupt the unity of the 
Jewish people,” he said. 

Last week the group of organiza- 
tions coordinated by the CIF sent 
letters to all the parties, urging them 
to keep the “‘Who is a Jew” issue out 
of the coalition negotiations and out 
of the Knesset. Donshik said that 
American Jewish leaders have no 
plans to send a delegation here to 
press their views on party leaders 
while the coalition talks are in pro- 


Representatives of American 
Jewish organizations in Israel have 
been meeting regularly to discuss 
the issue, Donshik said. He added 
that he could not speculate on how 
North American Jewry might react 
if the Law of Return were amended. 


Reform leader Rabbi Richard 
Hirsch, however, told The Post that 
there would a “tremendous rebel- 
lion” in the Diaspora if the amend- 
ment were passed. Hirsch, the direc- 
tor of the World Union for 
Progressive Judaism, said that 
“North American community lead- 
ers are very concerned that most 
Jews would respond in the only way 
they know how — by reducing their 
moral, political and financial sup- 
port for Israel.” 

He added that “186 Knesset, 
which includes non-Jews and secular 
Jews, has no business injecting itself 
into the religious affairs of Jews in 
the Diaspora.” 

The director of the Masorti (Con- 
servative) movement in Israel, Rab- 
bi Pinbas Spector, called on the 
leaders of the two large parties to 
refrain from “giving in to the dic- 
tates of non-Zionist factions in the 
Knesset that are opposed to serving 
in the IDF.”

Soviet officer proposes smaller army |Soviet-backed troops 


and Afghan rebels 


QUETTA, Pakistan (AFP) — Fierce 
fighting broke out between Afghan 
government troops and rebels 
around Kandahar airport as newly- 
deployed Soviet aireraft pounded 
positions in the southern Afghan 
province, rebel sources here said 
yesterday. 

A U.S. spokesman in Washing- 
ton, questioning the Soviets’ sincer- 
ity in wanting to achieve a settle- 
ment of the Afghan problem, has 
described the increase in Soviet fire- 
power as “inconsistent with the So- 
viet undertakings in the Geneva ac- 
cord providing for a phased 
withdrawal of 115,000 Soviet troops 
stationed in Afghanistan by Febru- 
Fighting had been heavy for the 
last two days in the area of Torkotal, 
10 km. southeast of Kandahar air- 
port, sources in this bordering Paki- 
stani city said. Torkotal is located 
between Takhta Pul town, which the 
rebels captured last month. and the 
airport they are threatening. 

The rebel-run Afghan News 
Agency (ANA) said, “Mujahedeen 
are locked in a face-to-face fight 
with regime troops” and fired rock- 
ets on the Kandahar army’s 7th mo- 
torize Brigade on Tuesday. 

Rebel rockets also slammed the 
central garrison at the airport, blast- 
ing an ammunition depot and caus- 
ing heavy casualties. The ammo 
dump blast, the second in the area in 
two weeks, set a large area ablaze, 
and smoke could be seen billowing 
from the site yesterday. ANA said. 
quoting a wireless message. 

The pro-resistance Afghan [slam- 
ie Press reported that the mujahe- 
deen had fired 150 rockets since 
Sunday, destroying two jets and two 
helicopters at the air base. 

The rebels also attacked Kandu- 
har jail and several government 
posts on Tuesday, causing heavy 
losses, it said, without giving muja- 
hedeen losses. 

Other resistance sources said 
fighting intensified as MiG-27 air- 
craft flown from Soviet bases carried 
out “indiscriminate” air strikes on

Millionairess puts up $5m.

NEW YORK (Reuter) -- A ‘federal 
judge yesterday told Imelda Marcos 
she was free to return to her Hawai- 
ian exile home after millionairess 
Doris Duke put up five million dol- 
lars in bail for the former Philip- 
pines first lady. 


Duke, 75, a tobacco heiress and 
once one of the world's richest wom- 
en, said through her lawyer she was 
putting up the bail because, “I am 
happy to aid Mrs. Marcos and the 
United States courts.” 

Final details on the ':. i: 
ment were to be completed later in 
the day, but Federal Judge John 
Keenan said Mrs Marcos was now 
free to return to Hawaii until her 
next appearance on fraud and racke- 
teering charges. 

Mrs. Marcos, 59, pleaded not 
guilty on Monday to charges that 
she and her husband, former Philip- 
pine President Ferdinand Marcos, 


looted the Philippines of 103 million 
dollars and used the money to se- 
cretly buy four Manhattan commer- 
cial buildings. She had flown to New 
York from Honolulu in Duke's pri- 
vate plane. 

Duke is the daughter of James 
Duke, who was president of the 
American Tobacco Company and 
patron of Duke University. He died 
in 1925 and left his estate to her, at 
which time she was known as the 
world’s richest woman.

TUESDAY'S general election may turn out 
to have been a historic watershed in the na- 
tion’s annals, even more so than the 1977 
‘turabout that brought Herut/Likud for the 
first time to power. The lesson of this week's 
poll may well be that the convergence of a 
number of Jong-term historic trends has firmly 
displaced what was long viewed as Israel's 
vital political centre, in favour of what re- 
ceived wisdom used to treat dismissively as 
the fringes of the polity. 

Whatever the likely duration of the dis- 
placement, it plainly does not represent a 
mere passing popular fancy. Nor a mere re- 
sponse to the dreadful economic performance 
of Histadrut enterprises, for which the Align- 
ment is held politically to blame, not even to 
the intifada or the much distorted idea of an 
intemational conference. 

Israel's public philosophy was articulated 41 
years ago in the Declaration of Independence. 
Not all the signatories to the declaration, 
drawn as they were from every section of the 
Yishuv, fully subscribed to all its principles. 
But those principles were to become Israel's 
national imperative. The re-established inde- 
pendent Jewish state, it was agreed, would be 
Jewish by dint of its commitment to the Ln- 
gathering of the Exiles, to the ideals of free- 
dom and justice as envisaged by the prophets 
of old, and to the pursuit of peace. 

Early on, nationalist groups emerging from 
the anti-British underground made it clear 
that, in their book, the pursuit of territorial 
expansion, at least in the divection of the 
Jordan, took precedence over the quest of 
peace with the Arab enemies.

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East Germany and the Jews: 


THE RECENT VISIT by the presi- 
dent of the World Jewish Congress. 
Edgar Bronfman, to East Berlin and 
the flurry of news stories on a possi- 
ble shift of the German Democratic 
Republic's policy on restitution pay- 
ments to Jewish victims of the Nazis 
impels one to reflect briefly on the 
ambivalence surrounding East Ger- 
mapy’s attitudes to the Jewish peo- 
ple and Israel. 

The Hamburg weekly Die Zeit 
published on October 9a review of a 
book called Jews in the GDR: Histo- 
ry, Problems and Perspectives, by 
Siegfried T. Arndt. Helmut. Esch- 
wege. Peter Honigmann and Lothar 
Mertens. The reviewer wrote: 

“During the last few years a 
change in the policy of the leaders of 
the GDR is apparent. Representa- 
tives of the Jewish communities of 
the GDR were penmitted to partici- 
pate in the World Jewish Congress 
[50th anniversary meeting in 1986] 
in Israel; in Berlin there are services 
on Friday night, Sabbath and holi- 
days: a public library serves as a 
Jewish centre, and on November 9. 
the 50th anniversary of Kristali- 
nacht, there will be a ceremony to 
mark the construction of the new 
synagogue.”

create the impression that no one 
should ever harbour the suspicion of 
any GDR anu-Semitism.

One cannot evade this 
past. East Germany's theory that its 
regime, and therefore its peoplé, 
has noo part in this past is not 
acceptable. 

A clearcut declaration that there 


exists a German question called 


“Auschwitz” is the precondition for . 


any Jewish-East German dialogue. 
No speech like that of Federal Re- 
public President von Weizsaecker of 
May 8. 1985 has ever been uttered 
by an East German leader. There 
has never been an East German or- 
ganization like Aktion Suehnezei- 
chen. There has never been the 
slightest attempt by East Germany's 
leadership to réeconcile its own past 
with the existence of a reborn Jew- 
ish State. 

The USSR. under President Gor- 
bachev's leadership, as well as Po- 
jand and Hungary are today trying 
to draw the inevitable consequences 
of their own past. East Germany has 
not yet done 50. 

There is no other way but an at- 
tempt to come to grips with the 12 
years of the Third Reich. East Ger- 
many has to come to grips with the 
forever-unanswered question of 
what the word “Auschwitz” means 
for the people of East Germany.

ELEVEN YEARS AGO, I sat in a 
Manhattan courtroom and watched 
defendant Boleslav Maikovskis 
smile as a witness described how he 
had ordered a mother to watch her 
little girl being slain. It had taken 
over 25 years for the United States 
to bring Maikovskis to court. To- 
day, convicted Nazi war criminal 
Maikovskis is a free man in — of all 
places -- West Germany. 

That one smile aside, Maikovskis 
had sat impassively throughout his 
trial. He did not smile during the 
recounting of the infamous Audrini 
massacre of January 1942, when he, 
Latvian Police Captain Maikovskis, 
gave orders for the murder of every 
male inhabitant of Audrini. 

He did not grin as the court heard 
how he had personally hung the sign 
“Judenrein™ on the gatepost to the 
District of Rezekne. He did not 
laugh when photographs of a youn- 
ger Maikovskis in police uniform 
were entered into evidence. And he 
did not protest when his lawyer at- 
tempted to win the sympathy of the 
court by asking a weeping witness, 
an elderly Holocaust survivor from

THE BOMBING OF NAGASAKI

Sir, - In his article of September 
30, “The horror of Hiroshima,” 
Menachem Shalev ends a rather 
straightforward comment on the Hi- 
roshima Museum with the following 


- statement: “The bombing of Hiro- 


shima might be explained, excused, 
somehow. But a visit to the museum 
makes it abundantly clear that a sim- 
iar treatment accorded the city of 
Nagasaki three days later — after the 
U.S. had ample time to evaluate the 
effects of the deed — was a travesty, 
a horrible and unforgivable crime of 

It is Shalev’s comment that is the 
travesty and is typical of bard left 
revisionism. The revisionism is not 
original with Shalev. It began years 
ago with a comment on Radio Mos- 
cow purporting to be a quotation 
from some non-Russian publication. 
Just as Radio Moscow first suggest- 
ed that Aids was an Israeli plot. then 
decided more could be gained by 
accusing the CLA, the Russians have 
continued the nonsense about the 
American use of the atom bomb. 
Hard leftists (since McCarthy, the 
use of “communists” about other 
than the socialist states has become 
unacceptable) spread the tale and 
others, who should have known bet- 
ter, accepted it. 

The facts are known by all who 
have studied the Truman decision 
and especially by those of us who 
were preparing to attack the main 
islands of Japan. In my case, my 


division was to have the honour of 
heading the attack on Kyushu. [m- 
mediately after the Japanese surren- 
der, we were taken to the landing 
area, Even those officers among us 
who were yellow-skinned from ma- 
laria turned white. McArthur’s un- 
fortunate G-2 had chosen the place 
that the Japanese had expected he 
would. It was a mountain without a 
port, a landing place; but with naval 
rifles and mines and ... and... The 
G-2 had figured on 40 per cent casu- 
alties. We figured that only those in 
reserve would have lived, if not 
committed. 

The Japanese military had as- 
sumed that the bomb used on Hiro- 
shima was the only one available. 
They insisted on continuing the war. 
The Nagasaki bomb put paid to that 
assumption and gave Hirohito the 
strength to order the surrender. For 
those who have forgotten, never 
knew, or refused to face, a group of 
fanatics attacked the palace in order 
to stop the Emperor's broadcast 
which announced his decision. 


Neither Hiroshima nor Nagasaki 
“was a travesty, a horrible and un- 
forgivable crime of war.” The 
bombs killed thousands of Japa- 
nese, but stopped a battle that 
would have led to the loss of at least 
one million Japanese and hundreds 
of thousands of American lives, in- 
cluding one life especially important 
to me.

Home to Greece 


JOURNEY TO CYTHERA, a work 
by the director often acclaimed as 
Greece’s finest filmmaker. Tho- 
doros Anghelopoulos. is scheduled 
to journey to local cinemas 
tomorrow, 

The movie. filmed in 1984, first 
played here at the Jerusalem Film 
Festival two years ago. It tells the 
story of an ageing revolutionary who 
returns to his Greek village after 
many years of exile in the USSR. He 
comes into conflict with the villagers 
when he learns they plan to sell off 
most of the neighbouring land to real 
estate developers planning to build a 
ski resort. 

“It is a film about creation. about

love and death,” says the director. 
“I still feel very Greek. but I don’t 
recognize this country any more. It's 
become one big plastic hotel for 
tourists, and not even a very good 
one.” 

Though celebrated in his native 
country. Anghelopoulos is little 
koown to most filmgoers outside 
Greece. His movies are visually 
stunning, but they are usually long. 
(Journey runs 149 minutes), slow- 


moving (sometimes with single shots 
lasting 10 minutes) and thematically 
complex. 

Anghelopoulos bas received the 
Grand Jury prize at the Cannes Film 
Festival for his film The Travelling 
Players, and the Golden Lion award 
at the Venice Filn Festival for O 
Megalexandros. 

“People always ask me why I 
make difficult films,” he says. “All [ 
can say is I don’t know how to make 
them any other way. This is my lan- 
guage, and if it manages to commu- 
hicate to some people, all the better. 
If not, I feel it is a shame, but that’s 
all. The only thing I worry about is 
being able to keep on working.” 


Revolutionary Figaro 


JEALOUSY, infidelity, unrequited 
love, Oedipal cravings and transves- 
tism seem hardly the proper fare for 


comedy, but that is exactly the menu - 


to be served up in The Marriage of 
Figaro, the 18th-century satire 
which will open at the Haifa Munici- 
pal Theatre on Saturday. 

Written by Pierre Augustin Caron 
de Beaumarchais, it is the basis for 
Mozart's opera of the same name. 
The improbable plot revolves 
around the machinations of Figaro, 
the Count’s irreverent servant, who 
concocts all sorts of intrigues to save 
his imminent marriage to Suzanne, 
maidservant to the Countess, 

. The plot develops, from Figaro’s 
fear that his master will insist upon 
the droit de Seigneur, which gave the 
master the right to enjoy the bride 
on the eve of the wedding. In order 
to thwart such a plan, Figaro invents 
a fictitious lover for the countess, 
hoping to arouse the count's jealou- 
sy and distract him from his ancient 
Tight. 

To add to the fun, there is Marcel- 
line, who loves Figaro, Bartolo the 
physician, who loves Suzanne, and 
Cherubin the page, who loves the 
Countess, 

With all the lies. deceptions and 
subterfuge, Figaro is a perfect exam- 
ple of an [8th-century situation 
comedy. After reading the text, one 
could well imagine the hero being 
portrayed by Caral Burnett in drag. 

Figaro is the schemer par excel- 
lence. While faithful to his master 
and solicitous of his well-being. he is 
not above conniving in the most mis- 
chievous manner to save the honour 
of his bride-to-be. In fact he revels 
in such behaviour, seeing his profes- 
sion of courtier as one that demands 
a certain high-level duplicity.

of the play at this time. artistic direc- 
tor Gilberto Tofano explained that 
the play will be performed in the 
framework of celebrations for the 
200th anniversary of the French 
Revolution. 


“Since the French Revolution 
marks the beginning of what we 
know as modern society.” he said, 
“we wanted to present some sort of 
tribute to its cortribution to modern 
theatre as well.” 

Visiting director Catalina Bo- 
zoianu added that the play, translat- 
ed by David Avidan, is “a social 
psycho-drama which includes all the 
different levels of society, stressing 
the conflicts between the bourgeois, 
the nobility and the peasants.“ 

Figaro is an ideal choice for such a 
venture, With its witty dialogue and 
exciting action, it is a precursor of 
revolutionary ideology. Written in 
V78L..but.banned.. und 1784..it.was, 
considered a daring attack on the 
insolence and privileges of the 
French ruling class. 

While the aristocracy stumbles in 
its somnolence, Figaro. as a proto- 
type of “modern man,” manipu- 
lates, humiliates, and eventually 
succeeds in imposing his will upon 
his benign but incompetent master. 
In fact, the resourceful character of 
Figaro was something of a symbol of 
the triumph of the little fellow, hav- 
ing previously appeared in Beau- 
marchais’ play The Barber of Seville, 
which was the inspiration for Gioac- 
chino Rossini’s opera. 

Bozoianu, who comes to Haifa 
from Bucharest's Bulandra Theatre, 
will bring with her costume designer 
Lia Mantac and set designer Dan 
Jitianu. The director is no stranger 
to Israel, having directed Mikhail 
Bulgakov’s The Master and Marga- 
rita and Shakespeare's A Midsurm- 
mer Night's Dream at the Beersheba 
Municipal Theatre in 1984. 

The principal actors are Yitzhak 
Hizkia in the role of Figaro, Anat 
Harpazi as Suzanne. Yussuf Abu 
Warda as the Count, and Adi Lev as 
the Countess.

IN THE OPENING West Coast leg 
of its American tour, the Haifa Mu- 
nicipal Theatre's production of Ye- 
hoshua Sobol's The Soul of a Jew 
has met with full houses and reviews 
ranging from complimentary to 
harshly critical. : 

In San Francisco, where the five 
performances overlapped with a 
three-day “dialogue” between lead- 
ing Israeli and American Jewish 
writers, The San Francisco Chroni- 
cele praised Doron Tavori’s “electri- 
cally taut performance” as the self- 
hating Jew, Otto Weininger. 

Again at the end of the review, 
critic Steven Winn.wrote that “led 
by Tavori's unforgettable Otto, di- 
rector Gedalia Besser ensures the 
hold that Soul of a Jew will have on 
us.” 


The eight-performance Los An- 
geles run, which concluded Sunday, 
had been sold out for weeks. The 
company received a generally warm 
reception from intent, if occasional- 
ly puzzled, audiences. Part of the 
bemusement was due to the difficul- 
ty of catching the nuances of the 
simultaneous translation of the ac- 
tors’ Hebrew. 

In contrast to their northern Cali- 
fornia colleague, the drama critics of 
the two main Los Angeles dailies 
had few kind words for either the 
play or its presenters. Silvie Drake 
of The Los Angeles Times found 
that “to listen to the Weininger 
character...is to witness a self-loath- 
ing homosexual ranting against un- 
admitted sexual impulses. Linking 
them to the philosophies behind an 
ongoing (and, at the time, idealized 
and highly popular) Zionist move- 
ment of which Weininger disap- 
proved, was and is a classic mis- 
placement of personal difficulties 
onto the larger schema of racial and 
religious identity.” 

Drake also objected to the “ba- 
Toque, overblown” English transla- 
tion and concluded: “If you strip 
this Soul of a Jew of its wider aspira- 
tions, it is unfortunately not exciting 
symbolism, or impressionism, but 
rather a bleak, unpalatable, self-in- 


volved odyssey that ironically owes 
more to another German often ac- 
cused of anti-Semitic feeling -- 
Rainer Werner Fassbinder — than to 
any Jew.” 

Writing for the L.A. Herald Ex- 
aminer, critic Richard Stayton was

HAIFA SYMPHONY: ORCHES- 


Haifa, Auditorium, October 30. 

THE LEVEL OF performance var- 
ied in this concert, which started 
with a straightforward rendering of 
Bruch's well-known setting of the 
Kal Nidrei melody. Pick, the orches- 
tra’s principal. plaved the solo with 
technical and musical skill, but the 
presentation lacked conviction. 

As expected. the main attraction 
was 17-year-old violinist Laticia 
Honda-Rosenberg who is of Jewish- 
Yugoslav-Japanese origin. A pupil 
of the famous Tibor Varga. she has 
already performed with the Haifa 
‘Youth Symphony Orchestra. She is 
a gifted violinist of impressive inter- 
pretative and technical qualities, her 
tone clear and resonant. 

Her performance of Tchai- 
kovsiy’s familiar concerto, though 
occasionally strained, showed matu- 
rity. craftsmanship and personal in- 
volvement. Stanley Sperber and the 
HSO provided support, and most of 
the time there was good integration 
of solo and orchestral accompani- 
ment. 


Shostakovich’s Fifth Symphony 
was a good balance for the pro- 
gramme. Under Sperber’s baton it 
was given the right proportions, and 
its contrasting moods were well de- 
veloped, providing an elevating fi- 
nale to the evening.

The| high register, 
which used occasionally to trouble 
her, now seems in perfect form and 
she is able — as in Schumann's Stille 
Granen - to achieve not only vocal 
magnificence at all pitches, but great 
depth of feeling and expression. 

Schubert's famous Grdtchen am 
Spinnrade, on the other hand, was 
less than perfect. Grossmeyer 
dragged, and did not reach the grad- 
ually built-up climax. The piano 
part, too, did not fulfil its obliga- 
tions. There was no storm in the 
music. 

But this song was an exception. 
The others gave the greatest plea- 
sure, and re-established Gross- 
meyer as one of our best lieder sing- 
ers. 

The two instrumental pieces, 
Schumann's Fantasiestiicke and the 
Brahms sonata were all first-rate.

Britain honours Oscar 


IN A SETTING Hollywood would 
find hard to match, the British mov- 
ie industry threw a party Tuesday 
aight to honour the 60th anniversary 
of the U.S. Academy Awards. 

The champagne reception for 400 

ests at Hampton Court Palace was 
eld in the bedroom of King Henry 
VIII's wives. Dinner was served in 
the 35-metre-long, ornate Great 
Hall which Henry was in such a rush 
to finish that he had labourers work- 
ing on it at night by candlelight. . 
““Toadd farther iustte'to thie party, 
a princess and some of the greatest 
names in show business were on 
hand. 

As Princess Anne, president of 
the British Academy of Film and 
Television Arts (Bafta), said of the 
palace in her speech: “It has seen 
many real-life dramas that even the 
film world would find difficult to 
dramatize.” 

Trade and Industry Secretary 
Lord Young, who praised the rich 
innovation of the U.S. cinema, jok- 
ingly chided the princess for giving 
away the secret of Hampton Court 
Palace. “I was hoping our American 
friends could go back thinking this 
was a set specifically built by Bafta 
for them,” he said. 

Two movies — The Private Life of 
Henry Vill in 1933 and A Man For 
All Seasons in 1965 — both used the 


exterior of the palace, 19 kilometres 
southwest of London as the setting. 
But the movie crews were never al- 
lowed inside. 

“They don't allow people to film 
(inside) here at all -- not commer- 
cially.” said Ian Gray, superinten- 
dent of the palace. ““That's because 
it's a royal palace, like Windsor or 
Buckingham Palace, and it's not 
considered a) riate to have any 
commercial activities here.” 

The dinner at the palace celebrat- 
ed thé'vlose ties betWeeh ‘thie British 
and U.S. film industries, and 
marked the first time the American 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences has been honoured

“The thing that fascinates is that 
it’s a killer on an individual cell lev- 
el,” said Loew, who has built a lab- 
oratory that provides him with a 
close-up view of the killing. His mi- 
croscope is connected to a computer 
that enlarges and enhances images 
of the cells. The images are sent to a 
still’ camera and video recorder, 
which record the images on photo- 
graphs and videotape. 

The victims appear as small, uni- 
form, glowing circles. The amoeba 
is a much larger, darker blob that 
approaches a cell, gives a “kiss of 
death” and moves on. Within a 
short time, the cell begins to die and 
fade. The amoeba eventually re- 
turns, engulfs the cell and digests it. 

An active amoeba can eat up to 10 
cells in an hour, Loew said. Re- 
search suggests that the amoeba 
‘punches holes in the membrane of a 
-celi it has “kissed,” Loew said. “It 
delivers a little packet, one part of 
‘which includes hole-punching mate- 
rial and the other part of which is 
toxins.” 

Scientists know that the hole- 
punching roaterial is a protein, and 
they know its molecular weight and 
some of its chemical properties, 
Loew said. What's missing, he add- 
ed, is a detailed understanding of 
how the amoeba interacts with its 
victim. That knowledge could lead 
to an understandiog of how human 
- immune cells kill, and possibly to 
the development of cures for some

THE COMMON nightmare among 
Patients with severe back problems 
is that unsuccessful surgery will 
make their situation worse -- and 
could even send them, paralysed, 
into a wheelchair. 

Spinal surgery to treat lower-back 
pain has become unnecessary in 70 
per cent of all cases. according to 
Dr. Gary Onik, a Pittsburgh radiol- 
ogist who has patented a device for 
treating such problems in a 45-min- 
ute, outpatient procedure. Dr. Onik 
‘was a guest lecturer last week at the 
private Herzliya Medical Centre 
which recently began offering his 
technique, known as percutaneous 
automated diskectomy. 

Making his first visit to Israel, the 
37-year-old, Brooklyn-bom doctor 
demonstrated the technique on pa- 
tients. Doctors from public Israeli 
hospitals watched the procedure as 
well. A qualified surgeon can Jearn 
to do it in two days. 

In an interview with The Jerusa- 
lem Post, Onik said that he has been 
invited to China in March to lecture 
on his technique, which has been 
learned by about 1,000 doctors in, 
the U.S. and Europe since he per- 
fected it five years ago at the Uni- 
versity of California at San Francis- 
co. Some 200,000 of these 
procedures were performed last 


year. 

The technique involves the surgi- 
cal removal of ruptured spinal disks 
that, when in good condition, cush- 
ion pairs of vertebrae. When disks 
are damaged, they press on nerves 
and can cause excruciating and dis- 
abling pain. Until Onik’s technique. 
the only effective treatment was la- 
minectomy, or the surgical removal 
of part of the disk under general 
anesthetic — a major operation that 
also involves the dissection of mus- 
cle and the removal of bone tissue. 

Percutaneous automated diskec- 


tomy involves the removal of dam-

aged tissue through a thin. stainless- 
steel tube with the surgeon guided 
by X-ray. A tiny incision is made in 
the lower back through which the tip 
of the tube reaches the disk.

cutting, suction device, invented by 
Onik, down the tube and pushes it 
into the centre of the disk. He acti- 


vates suction by pressing on a toot 
pedal and draws out the disc materi- 
al, which is chopped up by a tiny air- 
driven blade and sucked out. The 
idea of diskectomy has been known 
to doctors since the 1970s but the 


lack of a suitable cutting-suction in- 
strument made it impractical. On- 
ik's device is sold in the U.S. for 
$600. 


.. THE PROCEDURE takes less than 


an hour. Onik explains, and needs 
no stitches; it also drastically re- 
duces the danger of infection, bieed- 
ing and scarring posed by a regular 
spinal operation. In the'500 patients 
he has personally treated with the 
technique, there hasn't been a single 
case of paralysis, he says. His youn- 
gest patient was 15 and the oldest 
70. 

Patients can get up and leave the 
hospital right after the procedure, 
and most can be back at work in a 
week or two, he says. Few patients 
need more than an aspirin, if at all, 


to kill initial pain. In’most cases, the 


patients fecl “like new.” The opera- 
tion can be repeated or followed by 
a laminectomy. if necessary. Since 
patients are not hospitalized, the 
cost is half that of the major surgical 
procedure. 

The radiologist says that he and 
his colleague, neurosurgeon Dr. Jo- 
seph Maroon of the Allegheny Gen- 
eral Hospital in Pittsburgh. have not 
yet attempted the procedure in the 
top or middle sections of the spine, 
because this would be much more 
complicated. But most severe back 
pain involves the lower part of the 
spine. The Onik technique is “not 
for everyone.” as it works only for a 
“contained rupture” in which the 
disk has not yet broken through tie 
fibers that hold it in place. 

Onik says he can usually get an 
indication from each individual case 
whether the technique will help. 
The technique is “so safe” and so 
easy for a qualified doctor to per- 
form. that he is “somewhat con- 
cerned” that it will be over-pre- 
scrited and used in cases in which it 
is not necessary or ineffective.

HOWEVER, THE RAPIDLY de- 
veloping science of human genetic 
engineering would probably be the 
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most urgent consideration for ἃ na- 
tional ethical committee. For one 
thing, scientis's are now very close 
to pinpointing the genes for a num- 
ber of inherited diseases to which 
the population of Britain is prone. 
In particular, they are on the thresh- 
old of discovering the gene that 
causes cystic fibrosis. a fatal wasting 
condition common in the Western 
world. 

One in 20 people in the UK have 
this gene (though both parents must 
carry-the gene to pass the condition 
on to their children). Once it is dis- 
covered, national screening of carri- 
ers can begin. Unfortunately, past 
attemipts to carry out similar screen- 
ing services in America - for the 
inherited condition called sickle-cell 
anemia — went woefully wrong. ἐπ 
some states, carriers were even 
treated as diseased individuals and 
discriminated against in employ- 
ment. “That must not happen in 
Britain,. and. an ethical committee 
could ensure that, added Dr. 
Nathanson. ᾿ 

“ However, such a distinguished 
body could pose problems of its 
own. For one thing, if carelessly put 
together, a new profession of medi- 
ca} ethicists, a bunch of nosy parkers 
ignorant of science but bent on in- 
tervention, would be created — as it 


has been in the U.S. 

More important, there is the 
question of the committee’s status. 
Most of the medical profession en- 
visages an advisory body, an idea 
scorned by Baroness Mary War- 
nock, whose 1984 report on the reg- 
ulation of in vitro fertilization is to 
be become law later this year. 
“Quite frankly, we must have a 
committee with teeth.” she said. “It 
must have an inspectorate and have 
the powers to issue licences without 
which medical research would not 
be allowed. 

“Nor should its remit be limited 
to the medical profession. The com- 
mercial sector must be controlled as 
well. For instance, in France there is 
a great deal of disquiet about cos- 
metic firms that use fetal tissue to 
test their products. That is a very 
worrying idea and is something we 
must control in this country. We 
must think very hard about the type 
of ethical restraint we wish to place 
on our doctors.” 

Whether or not Baroness War- 
nock is correct about the need for an 
authority with draconian powers, it 
is certainly time the profession gave 
more attention to the of medi- 
cine it is likely to be practising in the 
years to come.

New incentives for 
building rental flats 


The recently approved law for the encouragement of rental flats 
affords substantial tax benefits to investors. For Israelis, The income 
eared from such rental building will be liable to taxes at 25% while for 
foreigners the rate will be a mere 10%. These benefits are conditional on 
at least half the flats being rented out for at least 10 years. In addition, 
the building may be depreciated at 10% per annum for tax purposes. 

Thus, for example, in a case where the same property developer builds 
residential flats for lease as well as offices and shops, these tax benefits 
will apply, provided that the flats. shops and offices are all on the same 
site, belong to the same developer or promoter and that at least half the 
area of the project is earmarked for flats for tease. The restriction 
regarding the lease of flats is determined. in fact, on the basis of such 
units being rented out for an average of 10 years out of the first 12 years 
after the project is completed. Where this condiion is not met, the 
developer loses rights to all the tax benefits. : 

The law is effective for buildings completed after July 31, 1988 through 
to March 31, 1991.

Speedier service 

As of last August. the Income Tax Authority bas introduced a new 
service for property deals. People party to a property transaction who are 
interested in obtaining an advance calculation of the Land Appreciation 
Tax can apply to the relevant tax office (on form 7019) and for the 
princely sum ef NIS 100 will obtain the tax calculation within 24 hours. It 
is interesting to note that there is no need to provide details of the parties 
or the transaction involved in order to obtain the estimate. The tax 
authorities are to be commended on these efforts to improve their service 
to the public. : 


Shareholders’ withdrawals 

In a recent case before the Haifa District Court, shareholders in a 
private company were held to be liable to the value-added tax on 
withdrawals from their own individual accounts in the company. As these 
withdrawals were not charged with interest and were recorded as sala- 
ries, the VAT authorities treated them as liable to VAT, the income 
being effectively the notional interest that should have been charged on 
such drawings. 

The court agreed that such withdrawals were, in fact, a credit transac- 
tion on which the company should have been entitled to interest and by 
not collecting such interest in favour of the shareholders, there was here 
a notional income on which VAT had to be paid. This matter has been 
raised in previous articles both in terms of income tax and VAT implica- 
tions on loans or shareholders’ drawings.

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Why the pollsters failed

Most of the country's pollsters fell 
flat on their faces by failing to antici- 
pate the dramatic surge in the reli- 
gious parties’ fortunes. At the same 
time, most came close to the bull’s- 
eye by forecasting the tie between 
the two major parties. 

The poll that was consistently the 
most reliable, according to The Jeru- 
salem Post's survey, was that of the 
Jerusalem-based Smith Research 
Centre, which did well on two major 
points. Throughout the campaign it 
showed Labour and the parties to its 
left, including the Arab lists, as fail- 
ing to form the majority needed to 
block a possible coalition by the Li- 
kud and the parties to its right, in- 
cluding the religious bloc. 

The Smith organization was also 
almost alone in drawing attention 
to, and speaking explicitly of. a rise 
in the power of the religious parties, 
though it did not gauge the full ex- 
tent of the rise. 

The centre's latest poll, conduct- 
ed for Davar, gave the religious par- 
ties a total of 12 Knesset seats. Its 
singular achievement was in show- 
ing Shas's gains and giving it five 
seats. 

The Smith poll also showed La- 
bour and the Likud in a dead heat, 
with the right-wing bloc, according 
to the latest results, leading the left 
by 61-59. 

Mina Zemach of Dahaf was mod- 
est in her prediction for her client, 
the Likud. forecasting a 60-60 tie 
between the blocs and a 40-all re- 
turn for the two large parties. She 
gave the National Religious Party 
and Shas four each and two for Agu- 
dat Yisrael. 

The last published poll of De- 


cima, the firm Labour engaged, was - 


far kinder to its client, claiming a 


63-57 advantage for the left bloc 
over the right, almost exactly the 
Opposite of what happened. It pre- 
dicted more than 42 seats for La- 
bour and a trim 38 for the Likud. As 
Decima saw it, the National Reli- 
gious Party would get four man- 
dates, with fewer than four to Shas 
and a paltry one to the Aguda. 
Like the Likud's polls. the Israel 


‘Institute for Applied Social Re- 


search, which conducted The Post's 
polls, predicted a τίς between the 
left (including the Arabs) and the 
tight (including the religious votes). 

But unlike the Dahaf pollsters, 
TLASR saw a possible slight edge for 
Labour over the Likud, with each 
gamering about one-third of the 
Jewish vote. Nonetheless the 
TLASR’s poll did better than some 
others when it judged that the reli- 
gious parties would together ac- 
count for between 9 and 10 per cent 
of the total. 

Of all the pollsters, only Pori and 
Μοῦ τη Ezrahi were right in fore- 
seeing a Likud lead over Labour. 
However, both were far off in pre- 
dicting the Likud’s margin. The Pori 
poll for Ha’arerz predicted a nearly 4 
per cent advantage for the Likud. 
Pori also failed to judge the religious 
showing, giving it a mere 4.1 per 
cent. Modi‘in Ezrahi’s poll showed 
the Likud with a broad 44-34 lead 
over Labour in Knesset representa- 
tion. 

Decima'’s failure to call the results 
was explained by the petrol-bomb 
attack on Sunday, which took the 
lives of a young mother and her 
three children. Later polls conduct- 
ed by Decima for internal Labour 
Party consumption indicated La- 
bour’s downward trend, it was 
asserted. 

Rafi Smith of the Smith Centre 
disagreed. He noted that his polls 


showed the right's edge before the 
terrorist outrage and that it was im- 
possible to weigh its effect, if any, 
on the ultra-Orthodox vote, for 
instance. 

Smith also conducted internal 
polls for Labour, and these consis- 
tently resulted in more pessimistic 
prognostications from the left’s 
point of view, in contrast to those 
supplied by Decima. 

“We pomted out what we consid- 
ered were errors in Labour's strate- 
gy, but were overruled,” he 
recalled, 

He added that the “results are still 
not final and the soldiers’ votes can 
alter nuances on the right.” 

Smith told The Post that although 
he had pointed to a rise in the reli- 
gious vote, “1 am beating my breast 
for not focusing on it more. It is very 
difficult to poll the really ultra-Or- 
thodox. Our forecasts were close, 
however, as far as the moderate 
NRP was concerned and even Shas, 
which made a pitch to the traditional 
vote in development towns. The 
people in question are not overly 
observant, but were won over by 
various arguments, including prom- 
ises of blessings by revered rabbis 
and threats of curses, all of which 
worked on the lower-educated stra- 
ta and undermined support for the 
Likud. Here I admit that we weren't 
equipped to realize the weight of 
these curses and blessings,etc. 

“But where we failed most was 
with the Aguda and Degel Hatora, 
who operate in a closed sector. All 
polisters failed to take into account 
the furious battle among warring 
rabbis bringing out people who hith- 
erto had boycotted the polls. We are 
dealing with a population which is 
demographically more and more 
weighty but which is hard to poll. I 
now appeal to the rabbis to get their 


flocks to cooperate with us pollsters 
in future,” he said half-jokingly. 

“We come from another world 
and it is hard for us to measure and 
assess trends in the ultra-Orthodox 
milieu, The impact, for example, of: 
the entry of the Habad hassidic 
court into the political arena was not 
something we could have readily ap- 
preciated, but here was a great force 
which obviously changed things, no 
less than the appeal in the last weeks 
of the 1984 campaign of Rabbi 
Eliezer Schach to his followers to 
vote for Shas. At the time, that had 
a pivotal effect.” 

Because of the difficulty of mea- 
suring trends in the religious camp, 
contended Smith, all the pollsters 
failed to foretell the drop in Tehiya 
support, some of which was swal- 
lowed up by the religious parties, as 
well as by Tsomet and Moledet. 

He pointed out that it was also 
difficult to evaluate trends among 
the older and Jess-educated mem- 
bers of the Oriental communities, 
“precisely those voters who may 
have been swayed by Shas.” 

Because of these problem popula- 
tions, he recomends that pollsters 
“very carefully re-examine and re- 
vise their methodology. The quality 
of samples must be reconsidered, as 
should phone-interviewing tech- 
niques. including the way questions 
are presented on the phone and in 
face-to-face interviews.” 

According to Smith, “one of the 
greatest errors made by some poll- 
sters was to give too much weight to 
what they categorized as floating 
voters. There aren't so many float- 
ers in this country. People generally 
know quite well where they stand 
politically, and if they are undecided 
it is most often not between the two 
large parties or blocs but between 
parties within each bloc.”

Dozens of hassidim jammed into 
the cramped Aguda headquarters in 
Tel Aviv on election night to dance, 
sing and pass the vodka bottle. It 
was a victory of hassidism over Rab- 
bi Eliezer Schach’s mitnagdim. 
Schach is the political mentor of De- 
gel Hatora.

, Degel 2) was in no wa 
dimmed Ὁ the absence of tele 
sion, which, as a purveyor of alien 
secular culture, is “treife” in Aguda 
circles, 

Hovering over the celebration 
was the spirit of the Lubavitcher 
Rebbe, Menachem Schieerson, 
who threw his influence behind the 
Aguda campaign — the first time that 


Habad has supported a specific par- 
ty in the elections. 

“Blessings from the Rebbe,” 
which were liberally promised to all 
those who voted Gimmel, together 
with the grass-roots campaign work 
by his followers, are given most of 
the credit for increasing Aguda’s 
Knesset strength from two to five 
seats. 

‘Habad has become one of the 
leading forces in the party, along 
with the Gur and Vishnitz bassidim. 

Habad’s Israel spokesman, Berke 
Wolf, spoke bitterly about Schach’s 
campaign. “That man in Bnei Brak 
is responsible for igniting the fires of 
hatred che gi odox, pad 
munity. Women have spat on their 
neighbours. -parents. have. stopped 
speaking with their children, stu- 
dents in the same yeshiva have come 
to blows. How is it possible that one 
man could spread so much hatred 


against hassidim, and against Habad 
in particular? Our victory was a tri- 
umph of brotherhood over hatred, 
unity over division and love of Israel 
over dissension.” 

Asked if the Lubavitcher Rebbe 
would be consulted in the coalition 
talks, Wolf said that ‘surely the 
people elected with his blessings will 
want to acknowledge their gratitude 
and please him by supporting what 
he thinks is essential for the Jewish 
people. For years now the Rebbe 
has fought to change the Law of 
Retum, so that only balachic con- 
versions to Judaism would be recog- 
nized, and it is no secret that he is a 
devotee of Greater Israel.” 

Three of Aguda's five MKs are, 
ligked. with- hassidic groups: Num-- 
ber one is Rabbi Moshe Ze’ev Feld-. 
man, nominated by the Gerer Reb- 
be. Feldman, 65, is a quiet 
newcomer to politics who heads the

Imre Emet Yeshiva in Bnei Brak. 

Rabbi Menachem Porush, the 
veteran MK representing Jerusalem 
ultra-Orthodox, is number two. MK 
Avraham Verdiger of Poalei 
Aguda, number three, known for 
his sympathies with Habad, is a for- 
mer Morasha MK strongly commit- 
ted to Greater Israel. If Feldman 
remains quiet, Verdiger could 
emerge as the chief Aguda spokes- 
man. taking a hard line on religious 
and political issues. 

He said, “The behaviour of the 
Alignment on religious issues in re- 
cent years has been terrible, such as 
its alliance with the Reform and 
Conservative movements."

Geula residents prefer Likud

Residents of Jerusalem's Geula 
neighbourhood were jubilant yes- 
terday over the strong showing of 
the religious partics in the election, 
with many expressing a preference 
for the Likud in coalition 
arrangements. 

“We have to go with the Likud 
because Labour is against religion,” 
said Baruch Shabtai. a fruit vendor 
who voted for Agudat Yisrael. “‘The 
Likud has a religious spirit and basi- 
cally agrees with us on major 
issues.”” 

Shabtai, who immigrated to Israel 
from Afghanistan. said he hoped 


that a new government made up of 
the Likud and the religious parties 
would immediately pass legislation 
banning the opening of shops and 
cinemas on the Sabbath. 

Rabbi Shmuel Salant, of the Mid- 
rash Yavne synagogue, said he op- 
posed “transferring” Arabs from 
the territories, but predicted that 
this issue would not constitute an 
obstacle to the formation of a right- 
wing coalition backed by the reli- 
gious parties. 

“Joining the same coalition as 
Moledet does not mean we have to 
accept their extremist views,” he 
said. 


Meimad to contest municipal polls

Meimad, the centrist religious 
party that failed to win a Knesset 
seat, is thinking of running for mu- 
nicipal seats in a number of loca- 
tions in a few months. 

The party. headed by Rabbi Ye- 
huda ‘Amital, reportedly won 2.2 
per cent of the vote in Jerusalem, 
1.6 per cent in Rehovot. 1.4 per cent 
in Ramat Gan. 1.2 per cent in Petah 
Tikva and 0.7 per cent in the ultra- 
Orthodox stronghold of Bnei Brak. 

Meimad also claims that it won 
17 per cent of the Gush Etzion vote. 

Annital remarked to disappointed 
young supporters in a Jerusalem ho- 
tel after midnight Tuesday that the 
ultra-Orthodox, non-Zionists in the 
Knesset would outnumber the reli- 
gious Zionists 2 to 1. 

“This demands real soul-search- 
ing," he said. “We stand against the 
perversion of Judaism; we reflect 
the true Judaism of the ancient 
prophets. We will continue to fight 


and to be another address for reli- 
gious Jews who don’t like the kind 
of Judaism that distributes blessings 
and curses in exchange for votes.” 


Meimad, which leans towards the 
Alignment, stands for territorial 
compromise in exchange for a real 
peace, the drafting of yeshiva stu- 
dents, dialogue between secular and 
religious Jews, equal participation 
by women in public life and ἃ mini- 
mum of religious legistation. 


“Our main achievement is that we 
proved that there are religious Jews 
who think this way," said Amital. 


Meimad activists, many of whom 
tend to be academics. young, and 
from English-speaking countries. 
were pleased by Israel TV's cight- 
minute film before midnight high- 
lighting Meimad and its confronta- 
tion with the National Religious 
Party. “If we had had such TV expo- 
sure before the election, it would 
have made a difference,” one main- 
tained. 


Quiet satisfaction in Bnei Brak

BNEI BRAK — A day after poll- 
ing-station brawls, illegal loud- 
speakers and illicit voting, this town 
looked unnaturally calm. 


“We took these elections very se- 
tiously,”" explained David England- 
er, a grocer. “I myself am ot inter- 
ested in politics, but the rabbis 
issued an order that whoever does 
not vote will be cursed. For women 
it was even pennitted to mix with 
men at the voting places.” 

Not many people here will admit 
to listening to the radio or dare be 
with a secular newspaper. The 
main source of information yester- 
day evening, was, as always, the 
grapevine. 

.. “They said on the radio that our 
Knesset representatives are going to 
stop football games on Shabbat,” 
said a freckle-faced teenager wear- 
ing a black skullcap to his friends 


gathering for a minyan. 

Yehuda, a yeshiva student, sat in 
a small untended park near Rehov 
Hazon Ish. At first he was not eager 
to talk. “You will never under- 
stand,” he lamented, ‘‘You secular 
Jews said on the radio - so my 
friends tell me - that the ultra-Or- 
thodox have gained power. What 
you fail to see is the actual war 
between the Lithuanians and the 
hassidim. When the Admor of Lu- 
bavich ordered his traditionally non- 
politica! Habad troops into the cam- 
paign, for you it might seem an 
ordinary thing, but we all know that 
their war had gone out into the 


n. 

Meanwhile, ballots bearing the 
letters of the ultra-Orthodox parties 
were being used as trading cards in 
children’s games. Two Aguda “Gi- 
mels,” for example, were consid- 
ered a good trade for one Degel 
Hatora ballot.

Menachem Savidor, the 10th 
Knesset Speaker, was born in Rus- 
sid in 1918. His father was a linguis- 
tics teacher (Prof. Choidorowsky) 
and his mother was the daughter of 
the writer A.A. Rakowski. After 
moving with his family to Poland in 
1923, he became active in the Betar 
youth movement and after high 
school in Sambor, completed stud- 
ies in philology in Vilna. 

In 1941 Savidor made aliya and 
joined the British army, serving in 
the Jewish Brigade and becoming an 
aide to the British commander in 
Graz, Austria. He was awarded the 
French Legion of Honour and the 
citation of the Belgian Crown. His 
mother, sister and brother died in 
the Holocaust. 

During his service in the IDF he 
attained the rank of lieutenant-colo- 
nel and was responsible for formu- 
lating the IDF's ceremonial and pa- 
rade ground rules. On being 
discharged, he worked as a transla-

1917, 
Balfour Declaration — has this week 
taken over as president of the “Jor- 
dan Is Palestine Committee,” an or- 
ganization that believes Jordan to be 
the true Palestinian homeland and is 
thus dedicated to blocking the estab- 
lishment of a third state in Manda- 
tory Palestine. ° : 

In an interview with The Jerusa- 
lem Post yesterday. Lord Balfour 
said the Arabs had “‘no right to any 
of the territory west of the Jordan 
Rift Valley.” 

Under agreements during World 
War I, Britain promised Arab mule 
over all areas “that the Arabs took 
the trouble to conquer. The fact is 
that they never fought for these 
territories.”

Tottenham stop marching on

LONDON (AP) - At White Hart 
Lane, the chant used to be “Glory, 
glory, hallelujah. the Spurs go 

marching on.” With one of the most 
famous names in the game and a 
flashy, attacking style, Tottenham 
Hotspur was heading back toward 
the top of English soccer. 

Now, two years, two managers 
and millions of dollars later, the 
song of glory has turned into a wail 
of woe. Tottenham is tottering. 

With one victory in nine matches 
this season, and seven wins in its last 
32 league games, the Spurs — one of 
just three clubs this century to win 
the English league and FA Cup in 
the same season, and a third-place 
club just two seasons ago — are dead 
last in Division One. 

Their plight is mirrored by other 
fallen giants of European soccer, 
such as Eintracht Frankfurt of West 
Germany and St. Etienne of France. 
But none of them has fallen so far, 
or so fast, as the club of the crowing 
cockerell, whose motto is “Audere 
est Facere” (“To dare is to do.”) 

“Tottenham is one of those spe- 
cial clubs," said Terry Venables, de- 
scribed as a soccer messiah who 
would lead the club to a string of 
titles when he was brought in as 
manager one year ago. “That's why 
it deserves better.” 

‘When Venables took charge in 
October, 1987, Tottenham had just 
been rocked by the resignation of 
David Pieat over allegations about 
his private life. 

The previous season, Pleat took 
the team to the final of the FA Cup, 
the most prestigious knock-out tour- 
nament in Europe. Fans could envi- 
sion the Spurs’ also winning their 
first championship in 26 years. 

But Pleat resigned under pres- 


sure, because of allegations of im- 
proper conduct unefitting a manag- 
er (far from the field of soccer play). 
with the Spurs eighth in the 22-team 
division. By the time Venebles took 
over several weeks later, they were 
10th and losing ground. 

They finished 13th. and Vena- 
bles, with success as a manager in 
England and Spain, went to work 
reshaping the squad. 

Now, with almost a quarter of his 
first full season as Tottenham man- 
ager completed, critics are accusing 
Venables’ new-look, multimillion- 
dollar squad of lacking teamwork 
and looking like a bunch of super- 

star misfits.

Fellow-striker Nico Claesen went 
back to Belgium; skillful Argentine 
international Osvaldo Ardiles was 
cut; England midfielder Steve 
Hodge moved back to Nottingham 
Forest; and goalkeeper Ray Cle- 


mence retired. 

Another rebuilding programme, 
this one to the Spurs’ stadium also 
caused trouble. Because of con- 
struction delays, the 1988 season- 
opener against Coventry was can- 
celled at the last minute, and the 
league penalized Tottenham two 
points for the infraction. 

With the first division now made 
up of 20 clubs, those two points 
were the margin that separated the 
once-mighty Spurs from 19th-place 
West Ham after last Saturday, when 
Tottenham lost 2-1 to Aston Villa as 
Fenwick sliced a shot into his own 
net. 

Pleat is not surprised at the down- 
fall, especially at a club like Totten- 
bam, whose fans demand both suc- 
cess and entertainment. 


“Change always takes time.” 
Pleat, now manager of second divi- 
sion Leicester City, said. “What 
happens at some clubs is that when 
you go in, you have to co-ordinate 
what you've got as quickly as possi- 
ble into a group that has camarade- 
rie and spirit.It's difficult to do that 
at clubs where the players are so 
highly paid.” 

Fans still turn up in the thousands 
at White Hart Lane, but groans are 
mixed with cheers. 

Venables concedes that Totten- 
ham, who have shut out the opposi- 
tion just four times since he took 
over, have a defensive problem, but 
he denies that there is a crisis. He 
also says that he has no doubts 
about his ability to succeed. 

“When I took over, I never 
thought we'd be bottom of the ta- 
ble,” Venables said. “But I don’t 
feel any pressure. I feel more frus- 
trated than worried. I know what 
we're capable of." 


Sabo named Baseball’s Rookie of Year 


NEW YORK (AP) - Third baseman 
Chris Sabo, who batted .271, hit 11 
homers and drove in 44 runs for the 
Cincinnati Reds, was named the 
Jackie Robinson National League 
Rookie of the Year Tuesday by the 
Baseball Writers Association of 
America. 


Sabo received 79 points and 11 
first-place votes from a panel of 24 
wilters, two from each league city. 
First baseman Mark Grace of the 
Chicago Cubs was second with 61 
points and right-hander Tim 


Belcher of the Los Angeles D: TS 
was third with 35. ὦ —

Sabo said during the season. The 
Reds finished second in the NE 
West for the fourth consecutive 


year. 
Sabo stole 46 bases, tied for 
fourth in the league and the most for 
a Reds rookie since Bob Descher's 
54 in 1909. He hit 40 doubles, third 
in the NL behind Andres Galarra- 
ga’s 42 and Rafael Palmeiro's 40. 
“He reminds me of myself. But I
